No Recognition for Manchukuo: Report of 
League Sub-Committee 


Geneva, Feb. 11. 


PART from leaving in abeyance a few final touches relating 
to the negotiating commission, the sub-committee of nine 
of the Committee of Nineteen, after a meeting lasting three 
hours, to-day cgneluded its momentous report with a unanimous 
agreement thaf a few months ago would have seemed incredible.

‘The Lytton Report agreed that 
the status quo ante could not be 
restored in Manchuria, It also 
held that the new state of Man- 
chuluo could not be considered 
as called into existence by “a 
genuine and spontaneous inde- 
pendence movement”. The two 
factors in most effective com- 
bination which contributed to 
the creation of Manchukuo were 
“the presence of Japanese troops 
and the activities of Japanese 
officials both civil and military.” 
‘Bhe Committee of Nineteen have 
given a decision conformable 
with these findings. They will 
recommend formal ‘record of a 
refusal to recognise Manchukuo, 
To all except Japanese partisans 
this has been the inevitable out- 
come of the Lytton Commission's 
findings and, indeed, the actual 
conditions prevailing in. what

Delays in 
execution ‘of judgment persisted 
and generally the foreign com- 
mereial community was inclined 
to avoid the Courts if it could 
Possibly settle its cases outside. 
When it came to considering 
what kind of changewas requir. 
ed the difficulty of the problem 
was emphasised. The pre- 
occupation of the Government 
‘and, indeed, all Powers in the 
Far East rendered it exceedingly 
unlikely that a full-fledged 
diplomatic 
Place in regard to the Courts. 
But the most' important argu- 
ment of all lay in the circum- 
stance that, when boiled down, 
the bulk of the criticisms. levelleg. 
against the District Courts relat. 
ed to procedure and administrs 
tive machinery. It was felt that 
‘no agreement could be made to 
include clauses covering such 
points. 

In these circumstances the 
extension of the Agreement now 
announced was inevitable, It 
would be idle to say that the 
critics of the Court will receive 
it with unbounded enthusiasm. 
After chafing for over two years 
at the disabilities imposed on 
them by the Courts in question, 
they would be less than human 
if they rejoiced consumedly at. 
the prolongation of the regime 
for what is in effect an indefinite 
period. Doubtless they will re- 
Cognise two points: present con- 
ditions would be most unfavour- 
able to fair consideration of 
change; the Government of 
China is making what appear to 
be sincere efforts to remove 
Some of the more glaring defects 
in the Courts’ working. It must 
be remembered that the Chinese 
Code of Law is: based on the 
European or Continental system. 
That inevitably makes for pro- 
cedure, the adaptation of which 
to conditions here will require 
considerable patience and 
ingenuity. The Ministry of 
Justice is believed to have ap- 
pointed a committee to advise it 
on these and other “comate 
Points. If it is able to act upon 
the resultant suggestions the 
speeding up of procedure, the 
removal of the restrictions 
placed on the execution of pro- 
Cesses may no! unreasonably be 
expected to follow.

NEED FOR CONTROL 
Feb. 13. 
The welcome announcement 
that the Health Committee of the 
Shanghai Municipal Council has 
lendorsed in principle the Medical 
Board's resolution that com- 
pulsory registration of medical 
practitioners in the Settlement 
should be enforced as eson as 
possible will serve to focus 
added attention upon the need 
for a more adequate measure of 
control over the operations of 
druggists and pharmacists. Both, 
subjects are of paramount ime 
Portance, forming as they do two 
outstanding aspects of the one 
vital problem of safeguarding 
the health of all who dwell in 
the city, and that a large body 
ot well-informed public opinion 
is keenly interested in pressing 
forward towards a solution of 
the question is proved by the 
considerablé number of letters 
dealing with this matter which 
have recently appeared in the 
[correspondence columns of this 
journal. Correspondents who, 
from their "professional status, 
should be well qualified to com- 
ment on the points at issue go 80 
far as to allege that probably 90, 
per. cent. of dispensaries in 
Shanghai are conducted by une 
qualified persons, and that the 
importation and sale of pharma 
ceutical products is, in the 
great majority of cases, in the 
hands of laymen. For all practi. 
1 purposes, they state, anyons 
is at liberty to import and retail 
pharmaceutical articles whether 
he is a duly qualified chemist 
lor not, the result being that cer- 
tain foreign manufacturing con 
cerns have been encouraged to 
regard China as one of the few 
markets in the world which can 
be safely flooded with any con 
ceivable variety of medicine, fre. 
quently of highly problematical 
value. The charge has been. 
made that every year large sums 
fare being spent in China on 
medicinal goods which would 
stand very little chance of ever 
being offered to the public in 
their country of origin. Mem- 
bers of the medical rofession, 
confess that frequently it is 
source of grave anxiety to them 
to ensure that their prescrip. 
tions, on which the very lives of 
patients may depend, are actu 
ly being ‘made up by .compe 
chemists, The opening of all 
manner of pharmacies in therea: 
ing numbers, absence 
those guarantees which arg 
lconsidered indispensable in other 
countries, constitutes a serious 
potential danger to the whole 
community. Instances are quot. 
led of “self-styled ‘qualified’ 
chemists who possess only the 
most rudimentary knowledge of 
the different properties of the 
products which they handle 
every day in the course of their 
business. In consequence mis. 
takes in preseriptic 
ever-present possibility. 
ingredient may be substituted 
for another totally different, ot 
Wrong quantities dispensed, thus 
rendering the medicine 
dangerous poison instead of an 
innocuous sedative or stimulant, 
The fact that patent medicined 
may be obtained from so many 
places other than regular phar« 
Tmacies is in itself disquieting, 
Many members of the publi¢ 
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the knowledge and care required 
for the safe handling and 
storing of such goods. Condi-| 
tions such as exposure to light, 
heat, or dampness all have & 
definite effect on patent 
medicines, and it is far from 
being sufficient to store them on 
a shelf and hand them ot to the 
first purchaser, as is the pro- 
cedure in numerous unqualified 
establishments, Precautions 
should also be taken that pre- 
parations do not fall. into im 
proper hands, ‘Tablets such a 
veronal, for instance, which

‘Mr. Thomas Babington (after. 
wards Lord) Macaulay addressed 
the House of Commons in a his- 
torie speech on July 10, 1883— 
it betokens a clear cut with the: 
past, ‘The Simon Commission, 
the instrument of Parliament's 
examination of the working of 
|the transitional Montagu-Chelms 
ford Constitution, made _ its 
recommendations with the sug- 
gestion that the next step should 
provide for the development of 
the constitution within itself. 
Previous stages in the introduc- 
tion of representative institu-' 
tions into India were plainly’ 
temporary and designed to give 
‘scope for such political ability 
as appeared to be available. 
They were essentially experi- 
mental and tentative. The Mon. 
{tagu-Chelmsford Constitution de- 
finitely laid down revision after 
‘a decade. On the basis of the 
experience gained the British 
Government is now contemplat-| 
ing what may be described as the 
complete plunge. Unless a catas. 
trophic breakdown oceurs, there 
should, after the passing of the 
proposed Bill, be no necd for 
further Parliamentary interven: 
tion for the expansion of India’s 
powers as self-governing Domin. 
ion. The momentous character 
of the impending legislation will 
thus be realised. Great Britain’ 
effort to create a real India has 
mn one of the most astounding. 
adventures ever essayed by a 
single nation. It is now to be 
crowned by an even more spec- 
tacular delivery of responsibility 
into the hands of the ancient yet 
infant Dominion. 

In order to understand the 
procedure it may be useful to-re- 
feall the stages by which the pres 
ent Indian Constitution cam 
into force. First there was the 
Declaration of the policy of “pro- 
xtessive realisation of self-gov- 
ernment” in 1917, Then there 
‘was the visit of Mr, Montagu to 
India and his joint investiga- 
tion of the problem with 
Lord Chelmsford, the Viceroy

land Finance Committees were 
appointee to work out details 
of the new scheme as out- 
lined in that Report. On their’ 
basis a bill was drafted, a Joint 
‘Committee of the two Houses of. 
Parliament considered it, hear 
ing evidence from India and Eng- 
land, and, eventually, the Gov- 
ernment of India Act 1919 was| 
Passed, the new Legislatures 
‘being formed by election and no. 
mination in the cold weather of 
1920 and starting work in the 
early part of 1921. Just under ten 
years later, the Simon Commis- 
sion, after’ an inquiry covering 
two years and two visits to In- 
dia, reported on the working of 
the Reforms. Here indeed, the 
greater importance of the new 
advance was recognised. In 
between the Report and the Joint 
Committee stages the Gover 
ment, as roughly indicated by 
the late Lord Birkenhead and as 
more specifically prescribed by 
Sir John Simon, decided to give 
special facilities for the consul- 
tation of Indian opinion by hold- 
ing a Round Table Conference, 
so that the details of the new 
measure would be subject to In- 
dian criticism at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. It should also be 
noted that, during its inquiry, the 
‘Simon Commission was assisted 
by a Central Committee of re- 























of the nine Provinces but one 
(the Central Provinces). | The 
Central Committee accompanied 
it to London, Three Round 
Table Conferences were required 
to bring into focus the details of 
the scheme for the new India. 
‘At the second the Congress 
Party—an_ extremist organisa- 
tion—was represented but, by its 
own will and not through any 
official denial, not at the other 
two. Mr. Gandhi was the Con- 
gress representative and he ex- 
posed his inability to cope with 
the practicalities of the com- 
mittee room. The Second Round 
Table Conference was less fruit- 
ful in achievement than its pre- 
decessor or successor. Finally 
Various expert Committees have 
sat in England and India to re- 
port to special subjects, such as 
Franchise, Finance and the In- 
dian States. 

Broadly, the Conferences have 
hammered out a scheme whereby 
there wil be a Federal Govern- 
ment of India, representing 
indian States’ (“Indian India”) 
and the Indian Provinces “Bri- 
India”). It will be respon- 
sible for the administration of 
federal subjects, such as customs 
duties, commerce, posts and tele. 
graphs, and railways. The Prov. 
inces will become autonomou: 
and, of course, the Indian States, 
which have ‘always managed 
their own internal affairs, will) 
continue {to enjoy autonomy. 
Finally, responsibility for De. 
fence, Foreign Affairs, the finan- 
cial stability of India and the 
preservation of the country from 
grave internal disorder, will rest, 
fon the Governor-General as the 
representative of the Crown. 
Gaps in the scheme have been or 
will be filled by Government de- 
cision, such as the important 
question of the size of the 
Legislatures, the application of 
the Lothian’ proposals for fran- 
chise which have been adopted 
in principle, communal repre- 
‘sentation, the exact machinery 
for financial safeguards, among 
which will be included the crea- 
tion of a Reserve Bank, in ac- 
cordance with the recommenda- 
tion of the Hilton Young Com- 
mittee of 1926. Criticism will 
come from two extreme sections 
‘of opinion. Experienced, vocal 
fand influential men, who include 
‘a number of distinguished re- 
tired officials, will demur vigor 
ously to the’ endowment of the 
Provinces with autonomy to th 
extent of making them respon- 
sible for the maintenance of law 
and order. They are likely, too, 
to argue that the proposed finan- 
cial safeguards are inadequate. 
Indian political opposition will 
attempt to whittle down the safe. 
guards and press for the estab- 
lishment of complete ministerial 
responsibility ' at the Centre 
(Federal Government) with, per- 
hapa, the reservation of Defence, 
Foreign Affairs for a definite 
period. The attitude of Congress 
‘will be completely recusant and, 
for practical purposes, ignored. 
Under the leadership of Mr. Win- 
ston Churchill, opposition to the 
scheme’ will provide salutary, if 
not always logical, criticism for 
the Joint Committee's considera 
tion, It is regrettable that this

Parliament at Westminster has 
resumed its labours. — Looking 
back over a heavily charged year 
it may be said that some prob- 
Jems remain in all their original 
obstinacy. Unemployment is un. 
comfortably over the 2,000,000 
mark. The Budget prospects 
contain small hope of relief from 
taxation. Excluding the last 
War Debt payment, there may be 
a small deficit, although hope for 
the improvement of revenue re- 
turns during the remaining three 
months is not dismissed. Ireland 
has developed what “may be 
termed a crisis in the making. 
In. Foreign Affairs, undoubted 
achievements have been record- 
ed; Lausanne was one of 
them. The presence of Sir 

in London 
indicates that the War Debt 
issue may soon be under serious 
review. The last of the Indian 
Conferences has been held. A 
white paper, embodying the Gov. 
ernment’s legislative proposals 
for the new Constitution, is to 
mark the next stage in the India 
drama. Disarmament talks con- 
tinue and British obligations in 
Foreign Policy come purtly with. 
in the scope of the proceedings 
‘of the League of Nations, With 
Russia the relations of the Brit- 
ish Government vary from day to 
day. A commercial agreement 
has yet to be signed to replace 
that rendered obsolete by the 
Ottawa Conference. ‘The atti- 
tude of Moscow toward London 
is generally critical and some- 
times definitely hostile. A dis- 
tinet element of play-acting per- 
sists, however, in the flamboyant, 
pronouncements of the Thitd In. 
ternational; even lighter humour 
is imported by the occasional 
professions of specially conduct- 
ed visitors who return to Eng- 
land from lightning tours of 
Russia. ‘The Garden of Eden 
was dear barrenness compared 
with this Russia of the Roseate 
Hue. Meanwhile the policy of 
discriminating protection’ is 
working out its salvation and if 
it has not achieved wonders in 
stimulating home industries, it 
had at least given Great Britain 
something with which to 
when the question of tariff re- 
duction is under discussion. ‘The 
cloud in the Far East must seem 
but a small thing to the harassed 
legislators at Westminster. It 
may be suspected that they are 
not at all sorry that Geneva is 
ready to bear much of that bur- 
den for them 

Perhaps one day when history 
is able to deal with the present 
age, the generation of that timo 
will marvel greatly at the man- 
ner of men now sitting at West- 
minster as representatives of a 
nation which is facing the big- 
gest world-crisis of modern 
times. Old Europe may have her 
critics but whether the eye of 
the observer glances to the M 
diterranean, to the Baltic, to the 
Bay of Biscay or to the North 
Sea, it will eateh the light of a 
clear determination to win 
through, Not least has this 
quality been shown by the people 
of Great Britain, It is amazing 
sometimes to hear apparently. 
sensible Englishmen talking of 
their countrymen at Home as if 
a policy of “defeatism” or effete 
counsels of despair had gained 
the upper hand. Tt is well-re- 
cognised to-day that the chief 
problems of interest in Wes 
minster are the War Debts, Un- 
employment, and Disarmament, 
being linked up with the desire 
for the return of economic equili 
brium, Yet the present repre- 
sentatives of the British nation 
haye successfully faced a year 
in which they have handled 
European crisis, an Imperial 
economic problem, another im- 
portant phase in India’s march 
to Dominion status, a first-class 
diplomatic issue in the Far East,

Robert Robertson, may perhaps 
have recognised ‘some qualities 
which remained with him 
throughout his career: intense 
Seriousness and- indomitable 
faith in the British Army. He 
was the first “ranker” officer to 
qualify at the Staff College, 
which he afterwards commanded, 
All his commissioned service was 
on the staff, He never com- 
manded troops in the field until 
after the War. So, in the most 
unmistakable fashion, his career 
exemplified the view’ that the 
backbone of the British Army 
was the “non-commissioned 
man.” He told, as against 
/himself, that his’ first appoint- 
ment to the Intelligence at Army 
Headquarters in Simla was a 
startling innovation for those 
posts were usually given in the 
old days of his youth to 
officers endowed with dramatic 
al ability. Later, when 
The was on Lord Roberts? staff in 
South Africa, he had furtl 
opportunity for developing 
gifts as a commissioned “yon- 
commissioned officer.” He had 
practical illustration df the folly 
of giving fine fighting material 
to the handling of officers, wh 
however gallant, were lacking 
knowledge of staff! work. The 
luck of the British Army, in 
which Sir William Robertson was 
lever a firm believer, held good 
‘when, following two such admir- 
specimens of the profes- 
sional soldier as Rawlinson and 
Henry Wilson, Robertson was. 
made Commandant of the Staff 
College, at Camberley, in 1910. 
By that time the lessons of the 
South African War had, ‘been 
‘pressed home, The result was, 
when four years later, General 
William Robertson, left his new 
post of Director’ of Military 
Training to be Quartermaster- 
General to the Old Con- 
temptibles, he was an important 
part of a fighting machine un- 
surpassed except in size by any 
in the world. 


Later he became Chief of the 
General Staff to Sir John French 
and, in that capacity, watched 
over.the fortunes of the Ex- 
pedifionary Force during 1915 
until the Autumn when the 
exigencies of the situation led to 
his appointment as Chief of the 
Imperial General Staff. Here he 
at once applied his acute realisa- 
tion of the magnitude of _ the 
pressure on the Western Front 
to development of a strong 
resistance to unnecessary di 
sipation of energies. | In this line 
lof policy he was fated to meet 
the dubious activities of politi- 
[cians afd a heterogeneous-collec- 
tion of amateurs and careerists 
basking in the radiance of Mr. 
Lloyd. George's risingistar. Not 
helpful was the inveterate gift 
for intrigue possessed by: the 
late Sir Henry Wilson, who had 
undermined — Robertson’s . in- 
fluence over French—to the 
jereat dismay of” Haig and 
Rawlinson—and who eventually 
filled ‘the post of G.LGS. when 
it, was made -vacant by. Mr. 
Lloyd - George's summary dis- 
missal of Sir William Robertson 
in the Spring of 1918. Mr. Lloyd 
George’s.excuse was to be found 
in his convietion that the heavy 
losses of the British forces in 
1917 on the Western Front were 
[due to Sir William Robertson's 
influence on the Allied plans. 
Moreover by the beginning of 
11918 the success of the Tanks, 
to which the CLG. had been 
anything but friendly at. the 
outset, had further weakened Si 
William’s position.

Hongkong, Jan. 30. 
Landlords in this Colony do 
fare so well as a couple of y 
ayo, beesuse rents have gone dowa 
and’ there is difficult 
tenants, Owners of old houses, un 
less they are located in. shopping 
districts, have to lower, their rent 
if they do not want their premises 
to remain unoccupied. 

Ih Tecent years many new houses 
have been built and fitted with 
modern plumbing facilities. | They’ 
are situated on the reclamation in 
Wanchai, and other places in Kow- 
Joon. ‘The rents of these new. 
houses are lower than these in the 
central districts.

‘Annual Observation at Kueiteh Temple: Campaign 
Against Opium 


Frost Ock Ow: 
Kuciteh, Hon. Feb. 6. 

‘The passing of the Lunar Year| 
in Kueiteh was *eccommpanied by: 
unrestricted old time éelebrations. 
‘There was no attempt to prevent 
‘the populace from keeping the Old| 
New Year so this year saw a re- 
‘Wersion to the old days. Business 
before the time was brisk, but dur-| 
ing the New Year holiday prac- 
tically all the shops were closed up 
ight. ‘The larger shops remained 
only. just open, to catch the eye 








of possible buyers and to give the 
appearance of not celebrating the 
Lunar Year. 


Food had to be laid 
1¢ otherwise it would 
t enough to 





‘eat, during the festival. 

‘One mile to the south-west of! 
Kueiteh city, is the famous "Fire 
God Temple.” ‘This temple holds 
it’s great celebration for three day's 
beginning on the third day of Lunar 
year. To this temple tens of thou- 
ands of pilgrims come during. the 
three days. They come from Shan- 
tung to the north and from Anhuei 
to the south and Kiangsu to. the| 











east, and from all over  Eastern| 
Honan. The pilgrims in their own 
villages all organized each 





group having it's own banner and) 
it’s own membership. The pilgrims 
come in their groups having. their 
‘own string instrument orche 

thelr own set, of stilt 

‘they move along the roads. they 
stop and give the dwellers of that} 
Particular district a concert, for: 
the price of a few coppers. Some 
of them are very: good indeed. Each. 
pilgrim carries his own little pen-| 
nant on his back, while each group 
of pilgrims has ‘it's huge penant, 
carried on m pole 15 feet long, the 
pennant measuring up to 10’ feet 
in length, ‘The colour is red. On 
some of the pennants are embr 
ved dragons in yellow thread. On 
the back of each pilgrim is carried 
a bundle of incense, which he burns 
on his arrival at the temple,

‘The temple is built on a high 
mound of ground, said to be made 
of the ruing of former temples dnd 





























by the earth brought by the pil- 
grims. It is a poor type of temple 
Rot in good repair. In the centre 
is the fire god. Insfront of the| 


god is a huge urn in which the in- 
Cense ig burnt. About the urn aro| 
tenst of beggars and temple hat 
gers-on. ‘To reach the summit on 
‘which the temple is built the pil-| 
grim must first of all pass through 
a small antictemple at the foot of 
the mound, then he goes up a flight 

















of steps. ‘These steps are very 
steep and very ivregular. As the 
group ascends they gradually. ine 


erease their speed until on reach 
the top they” are almost Tunning, 
and calling out at the top of their 
their arms outstretch 
mitofu,” (my trust is i 
). Having reached the front 
of the un the leader of the gronp| 
hands to the priest on duty the 
ist of the names of the pile 
He takes this list and reads off 
the names, so that the god and all 
assembled ‘can hear, after which he 
crumples up the paper and throw 
it into the urn. The pilgrims then 
Keneel and knock their heads on the 
ground three times before the god. 
After this they get up and throw 
their incense into the urn, causing 
the flames to’ leap up high thereby 
showing on the faces of the pil- 
geims great satisfaction and relief. 
‘This done the pilgrims disperse to| 
the stalls of the sellers of farm 
implements, ete, to return home in| 
a body when the day is far spent. 
Orgagizntions, such as the “li 
pluyers” and stitt walkers give their| 
demonstrations at the foot of the

General Onslaught on Reds 
Expected 


Fro Our Owx Comrestoxoext 


Nanchang, Ki., Feb. 3. 
Towards the end of January, 
‘Communists numbering around 60,- 
}000 under Chu ‘Teh and Mao Tse- 
tung made a desperate attempt to 
Jcapture Fuchow, 180 li south-east 
of the provineial capital. 
Jeapturing Kinki, 80 li east of 
Fuchow, they met a stubborn re- 
sistance’ by the Sth Division under 
the. command of General Chow 
Huan-yuen, On account of the poor 
cgamanications due, tthe, cold 
‘weather, the governmen 8 
lors of the 1eth and 20th Armies in 
Fuchow were unable to send rein- 
forcements, ‘as a result the Sth| 
Division suffered rather a big 
reverse, Fortunately the 18th Army 
under General Chen Cheng and the 
26th Army under General  Sun| 
‘Lion-chung arrived in time to check 
the Red advance on Fuchow. In 
‘Hsuwan, 40 Ii south-east of Fuchow, 
the government troops had a severe 
Jencounter with the Reds a few days 
‘ago. As a result the Communists 
retreated in the direction of Tzeki

A memorial hospital” has been

HUNDREDS KILLED IN

Gas Tank Bursts: Tragedy in the 
Saar District 


Saarbruecken, Feb, 10. 
Following the explosion of one of 
largest gas tanks in the entire 
Saar district, the police to-night 
estimated that 170 persons. are 
dead, and that 1,000 are injured.
